37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The Applicant's representative 
argues that the claimed subject matter "means for arbitrating" is not suggested by the reference PCI System 
Architecture, because the corresponding element "arbiter" in the reference is performing a selection among the 
competing masters for accessing bus, but it does not establishing a clear path to a destination device by checking 
device busy signals to ensure that the destination device is not busy, which is described in the claimed invention. The 
arguments are persuasive in light of the claim rejection. The Applicant's representative explains the portion of the 
specification supporting the above mentioned limitation. Therefore, the Examiner will reconsider the claim rejections 
based on the persuasive arguments regarding to patentability of the invention as disclosed in the claim when the After 
Final response is forwarded to the Examiner. 
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
